A tentative budget of $577,000 
was presented to the board for the 
1955-56 school year. It represents 
roughly a $27,000 increase over cur­ 
rent costs and reflects the appoint­ 
ment of two new teachers and 
wage increases averaging $400 a 
year for personnel at the five 
schools.

parking,

to a 
“ gloomy future for San 
Rafael 
business interests if parking is not 
made available.”

morning by two members of the 
committee, Wishard Brown, Inde- 
pendent-Journal 
business mana­ 
ger, and H. B. Granlee, San Rafael 
real estate dealer for 14 years. 
The committee report "and 
its 
stand was criticized by San R a ­ 
fael attorneys Thomas Boyd and 
Jerome Duffy, members of a self­ 
organized 
citizens parking com­ 
mittee, who said business property 
potentially valued at $6 a square 
foot, or about $660,000 to park 240 
cars, would be a potential business 
loss.

The question before the panel 
asked “ Should San Rafael Council 
accept the parking plan

mayor’s parking committee?” 
“ The answer seems simple,” said 
Brown opening the discussion.

“ There is a parking shortage of 
300 spaces in the business district 
of San Rafael, a town with 15 per 
cent of M arin’s population, 25 per 
cent of the businesses which do 48 
per cent of M arin’s retail business,” 
he stated.

First Talks Raise Hope 
Of End To Rail Strike 


LONDON (TP)—Union and gov­ 
ernment negotiators met for two 
hours today in their $rst full talks 
to end Britain's crippling 12-day- 
old rail strike and then adjourned 
until tomorrow. 
Informed sources said the two 
sides traded views and the ad­ 
journment does not mean any 
breakdown. 
Hopes stayed hijjh for a quick 
end to the strike, which has slow­ 
ed the nation’s industrial boom. 
Some London newspapers said it 
might come within 48 hours.

Despite these hopes, however, 
Jim Baty, leader of the striking

Prelim inary talks on a small tem­ 
porary wage increase would be be­ 
gun at once between the union 
and the commission. If agreement 
is reached, the strike would be 
called off and negotiations would 
begin on a new wage scale for the 
entire industry, including the 400,- 
000-member National U n i o n of 
Railwaymen. 


The striking union approved the 
plan but Prim é Minister Eden so 
far has not withdrawn his demand 
that the strikers go back to work 
before any wage talks start.

Elizabeth Opens 
Parliament, Gives 
Pledge For Peace 


LONDON (TP)—Queen Elizabeth 
n opened a new session of Parlia­ 
ment today under the shadow of 
Britain ’s gravest industrial crisis 
since the general strike of 1926. 
After only a passing reference 
to the crippling 12-day-old nation­ 
al railroad strike, she pledged the 
vast resources of the Common­ 
wealth to the cause of peace. She 
stressed that in all efforts Britain 
“ will continue to work in close 
accord with the United States.” 
She said Britain looks “ forward 
in a spirit of confidence and good 
w ill to fruitful negotiations with 
the government of the Soviet Un­ 
ion.” 
“In consultations with the other 
governments concerned,”he con­ 
tinued, “ my government will con­ 
tinue earnestly to seek a peaceful 
settlement of the situation in the 
Formosa Strait.” 
The Queen made her traditional 
Speech From the Throne in the 
House of Lords, where the peers 
and members of the new House 
of Commons assembled for the 
first session of Parliam ent under 
the new administration of Prime 
Minister Eden. 
Her address was prepared as 
usual by Eden and members of 
his Conservative government, and 
charted his general policies. 
Much of the traditional color 
and pageantry of the ceremony 
was reduced at this Parliam ent 
opening. Because of the rail strike, 
the Queen rode to Westminister in 
a car instead of the usual slow 
horse-drawn state coach. There 
was no colorful escort of troops 
lining the route from Buckingham 
Palace to the Parliam ent Build­ 
ing. 
These changes were made to 
avoid increasing traffic congestion. 
The strike also caused the open­ 
ing ceremony to be advanced from 
next Tuesday. This was to make 
sure that the national emergency 
proclamation issued by the Queen 
June 1 could be put before Parlia­ 
ment “ as soon as possible,” as re­ 
quired by law. 
The Queen made only one men­ 
tion of the strike, saying: 
“The grave situation created by 
the interruption of railway serv­ 
ices made it necessary to advance 
the date of the opening of Parlia­ 
ment. I proclaimed a state of 
emergency under the Emergency 
Powers Act of 1920 to enable my 
ministers to take steps needed to 
maintain supplies and services es­ 
sential to the life of the com­ 


munity.” 
The speech was fairly short. It 
dealt mainly with domestic Issues 
and government plans aimed at 
continuing B r i t a i n’s prosperity. 
This was generally accounted one 
of the main factors in the sweep­ 
ing Conservative victory in the 
M ay 26 general election.

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
REDS LIBERATE AMERICANS 
Marin County Should Seek 
To Attract Tourist Industry 


Marin County deserves to be a much big­ 
ger tourist attraction than it is. 
Thousands upon thousands of tourists pass 
through our county each year, driving north 


of south on ITighwav 101—the Redwood 
Highway. But only a small percentage are 
even aWare that there is a Marin County. 
T he traffic on State Route No. 1—the 
Shoreline Highway—is only a snwll fraction 
of the volume on 101, but it too carries some 
tourist traific that finds but little to remem­ 
ber in Marin. 
Grey Line tour buses bring large numbers 
of people in Muir Woods, but thev see little 
else of special interest. 
This isn’t right. We are missing a big 
opportunity to attract new industry to our 
county, an industry that does not bring 
smoke, or fumes, or dust, or noise, or dese­ 
cration of our beautiful hills. 
We mean the tourist industry. 
As we have said in this space on previous 
occasions, Marin has ample points of interest 
to attract tourists, to give them their money’s 
worth. But we don’t exploit our points of 
interest. In fact, a good many of us living 
right here aren’t even aware of the existence 
of many of these points of interest. 
T he only battle of California’s Bear Flag 
war for independence took place in Marin. 
T h e site is unmarked, although it is in a field 
bordering Highway 101 north of Novato. 
One of the oldest buildings in Marin, an 
old adobe built at about the time of the 
American revolution, still stands and still is 


in use—but few know where it is because it 
it unmarked. 
T h e first paper mill west of the Rockies 
was located at Camp Taylor, now Samuel P. 
Taylor state park; but the site of the old mill 
(the foundations still stand) has no plaque 
to tell visitors the interesting story of this 
pioneer endeavor. 
T h e list of points of interest in Marin is 
almost endless. But you can drive by most 
of them—or even live adjacent to them—with­ 
out being aware of their existence. 
1 hese need to be exploited if we are to 
attract the tourist industry. 
T h e simplest way to exploit them, it seems 
to us, is to map out an appropriately marked 
and signed route through the county that 
would pass by the principal points of in­ 
terest, at least those that are readily acces­ 
sible. At each site of historic or other im­ 
portance, a suitable plaque should tell the 
interesting storv. 
There is nothing new about this arrange­ 
ment. T he city of Monterey annually attracts 
thousands to view its historic old buildings 
and sites. Its motels, its restaurants, its ser­ 
vice stations, its gift shops and its resorts 
prosper. And their prosperity constitutes an 
industry benefitting the economy of the en­ 
tire community. 
T he same can happen in Marin. O ur 
points of interest are second to none. But 
we have to put them on public display if 
we are to reap the profits of attracting more 
tourists. 


Woman For Vice President? 


T h e day when we will elect a woman Presi­ 
dent of the United States appears remote. 
But it is not beyond the realm of possibility 
that a woman will be nominated by the 
Republicans as a vice presidential candidate 
in 1956. 
Tw o women in tbe GOP ranks—Margaret 
Chase Smith, senator from Maine, and Claire 
Booth Luce, ambassador to Italy— are men­ 
tioned as the two most likely prospects if the 
Republicans should turn to the distaff side 
for a candidate. 
T h a t could happen if President Eisen­ 
hower decided not to run or if Vice President 
Nixon were not his running mate in ’56. 
In 1952 there was a move to present Sen-

ator Smith’s name at the Chicago convention 
for the No. 2 spot, but she squelched the idea 
in a hurry. Whether she would now be more 
receptive to the nomination is not known. 
Her work on Capitol Hill has won the re­ 
spect and admiration of the Senate as a 
whole. 
As for Mrs. Luce, her activities in the 
diplomatic field are rated very highly, and 
it is said that President Eisenhower has been 
impressed with her grasp of international 
problems. 
Neither of these ladies may ever get a top 
party nomination. But the fact that women 
are being included in the list of prospects 
indicates that the fair sex is geting there.

Ike's Views On Presidency Bring 


Speculations On His Intentions 


WASHINGTON—“Well, it’s all 
over now; he’s certainly going to 
run for a second term . . . after 
what he said today.” 
That was the reaction of sev­ 
eral newspaper colleagues in the 
wake of the President’s latest 
press conference. Mr. Eisenhow­ 
er had just gotten through ex­ 
plaining, by way of answering a 
question, how much he enjoyed 
his job: th at he was “fascinated” 
by it, “intrigued” by it. “intense­ 
ly interested,” that 
it 
offered 
“thousands of unique opportuni­ 
ties.” And as we walked out a 
few minutes later and down the 
steps of the old State Depart­ 
ment building, it was clear from 
the fragments of conversation 
th at more than one figured that 
if the President liked his Job 
that well, he would welcome an­ 
other term. 
Perhaps others have the same 
impression growing out of the 
same evidence. 


WHAT I WANT to report is 
that this Presidential comment 
about enjoying his job, which 
undoubtedly does reflect his at­ 
titude toward it, sheds no light 
at all on whether he will run 
again and has no bearing what­ 
soever on his unresolved decision 
about 1956. 
T hat can be put down as fact. 


ACTUALLY Mr. Eisenhower’s 
words were not entirely casual. 
He had been 
thinking 
about 
them, and he had been impressed 
by some remarks made at the 
White House recently by a Re­ 
publican Senator whom he es­ 
pecially esteems. This Senator 
had made the suggestion that 
Mr. Eisenhower ought to talk 
less about the trials of the Presi­ 
dency and more about its un­ 
matched rewards and compen­ 
sations. He thought that unin­ 
tentionally Mr. Eisenhower might 
be inculcating a false sense of 
the Presidency in the minds of 
many people and th at he ought 
to picture it in the most cher­ 
ished terms. 
That estimate of the Presi­ 
dency has always been Mr. Ei­ 
senhower’s 
but 
there 
is 
no 
doubt that, as one who is in­ 
stinctively candid, he has given 
expression to 
the 
annoyances, 
the frustrations and the head- 


aches which crowd in on any oc­ 
cupant of the White House. 


THIS, THEN, is 
the 
back­ 
ground of Mr. Eisenhower’s more 
fully and 
more 
carefully 
ex­ 
pressed opinion about his job— 
that he greatly disliked excessive 
partisan 
politics 
and 
greatly 
liked nearly everything else about 
it. 
W hat needs to be understood 
is that in his answer the Presi­ 
dent was at no point hinting or 
even thinking about the question 
of whether he would stand for 
re-election. 


AT THIS SAME press confer­ 
ence Mr. Eisenhower was asked 
about his role in choosing Sen. 
Richard Nixon as his Vice Presi­ 
dential running mate. He ex­ 
plained that after his nomina­ 
tion he had written down the 
names of several younger Re­ 
publicans whom he admired and 
that the 
selection 
was 
from 
among them. 
There wTas, of course, more to 
it than that. The selection of 
Mr. Nixon was accomplished at 
a conference of approximately 
30 members of the top command 
of the Eisenhower cause at the 
Chicago convention. 
At the very opening of the dis­ 
cussion one of the group said 
th at he had been requested by 
a number of Robert A. Taft’s top 
backers to suggest that Senator 
Taft be the 
Vice 
Presidential 
nominee and that he had been 
assured the Senator would ac­ 
cept. The national committee­ 
man from New York, J. Russel 
Sprague, said that with Mr. Taft 
on the ticket the Republicans 
could not carry New York State. 


Sen. E w e tt Dirksen of Illi­ 
nois was next advanced—at the 
specific request of Senator Taft. 
There was a meaningful silence. 
The names of Govs. Arthur Lang- 
lie of Washington, Dan Thorn­ 
ton of Colorado, and Alfred Dris­ 
coll of New Jersey, were also ad­ 
vanced. 
But when Sen. Richard M. 
Nixon of California was brought 
up, there was little discussion be­ 
cause there was so much agree­ 
ment. Mr. Nixon was the man— 
and by every sign he will be the 
man again—if Ike runs in ’56. 


Smith, who literally eats and 
breathes an efficient school sys­ 
tem. 


However, there are among us 
those who disagree. This is as it 
should be; this is the democratic 
wray. But these individuals don’t 
oppose in an open and above­ 
board manner. They hide behind 
the apron strings of a local com­ 
munity organization using such 
tactics as trying to intimidate a 
candidate who ran for election 
for the board of trustees in the 
May 20 election. This candidate 
was informed that “we are out 
to get Bill Smith. Play ball w'ith 
us and you will get our support.” 
The candidate didn’t bite at the 
bait. But one of the candidates 
did listen with a sympathetic 
ear. If changes are to be made, 
let them be made in an open 
way, the American way—not by 
using Kremlin tactics. 


These “s i n c e r e” individuals 
have said that they plan to dis­ 
credit the 
superintendent 
by 
various means, hoping to force 
his removal. With the help of a 
sympathetic members (s) of the 
board of trustees a dangerous 
situation could develop. The sad 
part' of this whole melodrama is 
that these people are capable of 
making decisions which could 
make or break our school dis­ 
trict. They could be leaders and 
builders of our community—in­ 
stead they choose to be “ter­ 
mites.” 


However, the main purpose of 
this wrriting is to do credit to a 
great administrator of 
public 
schools. We of Novato are most 
fortunate in having a man such 
as Bill Smith who is constantly 
striving for the best interests of 
all. We should not forget this 
nowr, or in the future. 


Forewarned is forearmed. Let 
us not sell our school adminis­ 
tration down the river.

U.S. May Ask Reds 


To Free Prisoners

IT WILL NOT be surprising if 
the United States asks the Rus­ 
sians, at the approaching Big 
Four 
conference, 
about 
the 
Americans who are known to 
be imprisoned in Soviet slave 
labor camps. 
In recent 
months, 
emphasis 
has been put on American pris­ 
oners of war held by the Chi­ 
nese Communists. 
But long before the 
Korean 
War even started, it was known 
th at the Soviet Union was hold­ 
ing many Americans prisoner. It 
is known right now that many 
still are being held. 


THE 
CHINESE 
Reds 
hold 
Americans in violation of the 
Korean Armistice. At least the 
Americans were combants. 
But the American slave labor­ 
ers in the Soviet Union are not 
held in violation of any arm i­ 
stice. They are being held, in 
violation of fundamental human 
rights, by a presumably friendly 
nation and a war-time ally. 
There always has been some 
suspicion th at American fliers 
who made forced landing in Si­ 
beria during 
the 
war 
against 
Japan were 
kept prisoner 
by 
their Russian “allies.” 
Bomber planes which landed 
on 
Russian 
territory 
became 
models for Russian bombers. 


AFTER THE end 
of 
World 
War II there were interm ittent 
reports that the Russians were 
holding many American civil­ 
ians. 
In 
addition 
to 
reports 
of 
Americans held in slave labor 
camps, it w'as known that Rus­ 
sia was refusing permission for 


some American citizens to leave 
Russian territory. 
The United States made rep­ 
resentations to Russia in Octo­ 
ber and December, 1949, about 38 
American citizens who were be­ 
ing detained. Russia denied that 
these 38 were Americans. 


THE STATE Department as­ 
serted a statement on March 3, 
1950, th at approximately 2,000 
Americans wrere being held in 
the Soviet Union. Most of these 
were in Lithuania and Eastern 
Poland 
w h e n 
t h e 
Russians 
seized those territories. At th at 
time Russia denied that Ameri­ 
cans were being held as slave 
laborers. 
The State Department retort­ 
ed that letters from Amercian 
slave laborers had been received 
by relatives in this country. The 
letters bore return addresses at 
labor camps. Some of them^de- 
scribed conditions in the camps. 
The United States government 
continued to receive reports of 
the imprisonment of Americans, 
some of them soldiers seized on 
the West-East border line in 
Germany. 
IN 1953, Austrian and Dutch 
war prisoners freed by the Rus­ 
sians started giving details of the 
imprisonment 
of 
A m e r icans. 
They were able to identify a few 
of the Americans. These, the 
Russians released later. 
Secretary of State John Foster 
Dulles announced on Nov. 3, 
1953, th at he had demanded the 
release of all Americans impris­ 
oned in Russia. 
Americans still trickle back 
through the Iron Curtain from 
Russian labor camps. 
The Big Four conference gives 
an opportunity for further in­ 
quiry about the rest.

Ford, Union Settlement May 
Set Pattern for Industry

NEW YORK 
(JP) — Henry 
Ford’s grandsons are giving their 
fellow 
industrialists something 
like the shock the old man did 
years ago. 
The elder Ford startled m an­ 
agement by announcing he would 
pay his workers $5 a day. He did 
so, he said, to get and keep top 
skilled workmen, and to furnish 
workers with enough money so 
that he could make customers 
cut of them for his tin lizzies. 
Henry II and Benson Ford, his 
grandsons, have 
accepted 
the 
principle that an employer should 
provide for laid-off workers be­ 
yond the limits of state unem­ 
ployment insurance. 


TOP MANAGEMENT in many 
industries today are trying to 
assess the effects—if and how 
far the idea will spread, and how 
soon labor will make the same 
demands on them. 
One of the first results of the 
Ford agreement in principle — 
even while the strike threat was 
still in the balance — is seen in 
the call issued by the National 
Assn. of Manufacturers. It urges 
the nation’s top business lead­ 
ers to meet in Chicago next week 
to discuss the issue of the guar­ 
anteed annual wage. NAM says 
it would be foolish for leaders in 
other lines than the auto indus­ 
try just to sit around hoping 
that “the lightning strikes next 
door.” 


The Ford Motor Co.’s proposal 
isn’t quite the same as tbe guar­ 
anteed annual wage. It would be 
in effect only for half a year and 
would not provide full pay to 
laid-off workers, as the union 
first demanded. 


BUT BY agreeing to the prin­ 
ciple that some 
financial aid 
should go to 
laid-off 
workers, 


the younger Fords h»ve opened 
the door a crack. 
Another effect of the Ford ne­ 
gotiations which some observers 
see is on the stock market. They 
say that part of the strength of 
stock prices last week was due 
to a growing belief that labor 
will make larger gains this year 
than last in the m atter of wage 
scales and various fringe bene­ 
fits. 


Some stock traders look upon 
even a guaranteed semi-annual 
wage as mildly inflationary. As 
w'ages go up, so will prices, they 
argue. Traditionally, stocks are 
a hedge against inflation.

Sausalito 
Adopts Tree 
Ordinance 
An ordinance regulating plant­ 
ing, care and destruction of trees, 
shrubs and bushes was adopted 
Tuesday by Sausalito City Coun­ 
cil. 
In essence, the ordinance turns 
over to the street superintendent 
the enforcement of regulations de­ 
signed to protect and control the 
city’s luxuriant greenery. 
Provisions of the ordinance in­ 
clude establishment of a tree com­ 
mittee composed of city repre­ 
sentatives and members of

Woman’s Club. Residents wishing 
to plant trees or shrubs along city 
rights of way must secure a per­ 
mit. A permit i3 also required to 
cut, break or prune trees or shrubs 
on public property. 
Other requirements of the new 
ordinance make it unlawful to at­ 
tach electrical wiring or other de­ 
vices to trees, to impede mainten­ 
ance of trees or to use chemical 
or place cement or similar ma­ 
terials around roots. 
Penalty for infractions is a 
maximum of six months in jail.

General admission to the fair 
will be 50 cents with children un­ 
der 12 years admitted free when 
with adults. 


The referendum to determine 
whether the marketing quota pro­ 
gram will be in operation for the 
1956 wheat crop will be held June 
25. 
Arnold T. Dolcini, chairman of 
the Marin County Agricultural 
Stabilization 
and 
Conservation 
Committee, advises that arrange­ 
ments for holding the referendum 
are now being made. 
Each grower, in advance of the 
referendum, also will be advised 
of his farm’s 1956 wheat acreage 
allotment and will receive a leaf­ 
let explaining program operations. 
Farm allotments will be based on 
a national wheat acreage allot­ 
ment of 55 million acres, the same 
as this year. 
Chairman Dolcini explains that 
if the vote is favorable, the pro­ 
gram will be in operation for the 
1956 wrheat crop, and price support 
for the crop in the commercial 
wheat area—depending 
on 
the 
supply situation—will probably be 
between 75 and 82 per cent of 
parity. The support level will be 
announced by Secretary of Agri­ 
culture Ezra Taft Benson before 
the referendum. A farmer who ex­ 
ceeds his farm wheat allotment or 
15 acres, whichever is larger, will 
be subject to a marketing penalty 


equal to 45 per cent of parity on 
the excess production. 
If the vote is unfavorable, the 
support will be 50 per cent of par­ 
ity. In either case, only the wheat 
from farms where the wheat acre­ 
age allotment is not exceeded will 
be eligible for price support. 
Chairman Dolcini points out 
that at least two-thirds of those 
farmers voting must favor the 
quotas if the program is to be in 
operation for the 1956 wheat crop. 
If more than one-third vote “no” 
the wheat marketing quota pro­ 
gram will not be in operation for 
the 1956 crop.

Oil Tankers Crash, Burn 


In North Sea Disaster 


AMSTERDAM, Holland (U.R) — 
Two loaded oil tankers collided and 
burned in a fiery holocaust in the 
N orth Sea early today. 
At least one seam an was killed, 
and 17 were missing. Twenty-five 
survivors, including one woman, 
were reported picked up by rescue 
vessels.

BELGRADE (JP)—Dixieland m u­ 
sic has penetrated so far into 
Communist Yugoslavia th a t you 
can hear jive with a drive three 
nights a week in a Belgrade dive. 
The citadel of Yugoslav Jazz— 
devoted a l m o s t exclusively to 
American music—is a dance hall 
called October 20th in memory of 
the day the Red armies of Russia 
and Yugoslavia liberated Belgrade. 
The lively scene there is some­ 
thing to behold. 
Down a t one end of a low-ceil- 
inged room is a five-piece band 
equipped with the traditional in ­ 
strum ents — piano, drums, brass, 
clarinet. 
The musicians are young, as are 
the dancers. The girls wear sweat­ 
ers and skirts, and some have their 
hair in pony taiiSi One little ruby- 
lipped num ber has on blue jeans. 
Most of the boys wear sport coats 
and slacks. M any have their shirts 
open »at the collar. Girls and boys 
smoke cigarettes, but drinking is 
forbidden. 
The leader of the band, a clar­ 
inet player with a Serbian version 
of a crew cut, stam ps the floor to 
give the boys the beat. The dancers 
face around in rap t attention. 
Bang goes the band, straight 
into Louis Arm strong’s version of 
“Dipperm outh Blues.” 


The dance floor seethes. No 
Polish polkas. No sweeping waltzes 
from old Vienna. No kazatskys 
from the Russian steppe. Ju st a 
hall full of kids with their arms 
around one another swaying to the 
blues. 


The band halts. The applause is 
loud. The leader taps his foot 
again. This time the beat is faster 
and the tune is th a t classic of New 
Orleans, “M uskrat Ramble.” 


Four or five couples begin jitter- 
bugging, pony tails swinging and 
skirts swirling alm ost hip high In 
the warm Balkan night. 


The next tune is less violent, but 
none the less American. 
“Svit Su,” wails a singer, begin­ 
ning “Sweet Sue” in B flat. 
How long has this been going on 
in Yugoslavia? One of the dancers 
who spoke English replied: 
“Since our love affair with Mos­ 
cow jcame to an end.”

CLEVELAND (IP) — Jam es C. 
Petrillo, fiery union champion of 
America’s musicians, 
made an 
“average Jo e” appeal last night

1,200 delegates to the union’s 58th 
annual convention. 
In an interview last night he 
said he wanted to elaborate on his 
stand.

wants in a private club that pays 
none of the tax,” he declared. 
“The average Joe who can’t a f­ 
ford a country club is the one who 
is suckered. He and the musicians 
are the real fall guys,” 
‘Why, I ’m pretty lively for my 
age,” continued the 63-year-old 
unionist, “and I used to shake a 


mean foot. But I don’t even try 
any more. It isn’t the years: it’s 
the tax that’s got me down.”

Near Agreement 


LOS ANGELES (IP) — Federal 
Conciliator John L. Fenton said 
today that striking AFL teamsters 
and shut down truckers are very 
close to an agreement. 


Spurred by an ‘ agreement In 
Oregon, negotiations resumed to­ 
day, headed by Neil Curry, Los 
Angeles, president of the Amer­ 
ican Trucking Assn. and Frank 
Brewster, Seattle, president of the 
Western Conference of Teamsters. 
In anticipation of an early set­ 
tlement, Freight Drivers’ Local 208 
scheduled a meeting at the Holly­ 
wood Legion Stadium tomorrow 
night to vote on an offer they ex­ 
pect will be forthcoming before 
then. 
Portland Team sters voted 485- 
197 to accept a pay increase of 
eight cents an hour for each of 
the next two years, with seven 
cents the third year. Other truck 
workers in Oregon were expected 
to approve the offer, which was 
only statewide. 
While Teamster official Clyde C. 
Crosby said he believes the strike- 
lockout would end next Monday, 
Fenton declared: “Drivers won’t 
go back to work in one area before 
another.” 
But balloting by various Team ­ 
ster locals throughout the west on 
specific area proposals appeared 
likely to continue this week. 
Crosby disclosed the Oregon pro­ 
posal calls for an employer-fi­ 
nanced pension plan and other 
benefits.

Cold Snap Wrack U.S.

A crazy-quilt weather pattern 
today had Texas and Oklahoma 
recovering from tornadic winds 
and gully washing rains and the 
Far West sweltering in a 100 de- 
grees-plus heat wave. 
In the East, meanwhile, a stag­ 
nant low pressure area allowed 
chilly Greenland air to slip down 
as far as New York City. 
Tornado-battered 
Texas 
was 
whipped last night by at least five 
twisters, winds of hurricane force 
and dust storms which cut visibil­ 
ity to zero. 
A Hale Center, Tex., farmer 
was killed by a lightning bolt, and 
scores of persons were injured by 
flying debris as the worst dust 
storm in its history hit San An­ 
gelo, Tex. 
Early evening was turned into 
absolute darkness at San Angelo 
and plate glass windows were 
blown 
out of many 
downtown 
stores. Several hundred children 
were temporarily 
marooned in 
theaters where they 
had been 
watching a 
movie about 
Davy 
Crockett. 
More 
youngsters

storm’s fury at Mineral Wells, 
Tex., when

winds ripped

T h a t is 
w hen a ball is h it fa r to h is right.

G enerally it is best to break for 
th e ball and let the p itch er ru n 
over and cover first base.

C lipper sail boats are being built 
by a young m an whose age belies 
h is years of experience 
in the 
sm all boat building field. W hen 
H ank Easom was seven years old 
he owned a Moon boat, but in 
tru e yachtsm an fashion, by the 
tim e he was 12 he w anted a big­ 
ger boat, a Clipper. He couldn’t 
afford to buy one, so he w ent tc 
work for Shirley M organ and Cliff 
Pederson who were m aking the 
boats in Sausalito. A fter a year of 
scraping, 
painting, 
and 
general 
odd jobbing around the yard, H ank 
was able to have his own Clipper, 
“Rowdy Too.” In racing Rowdy 
Too” he won no t only th e Pacific 
Coast C ham pionship in 1949, but 
also season’s top honors for two 
consecutive years (’50 and ’51). He 
also captured the C lipper perpetual 
trophy. 


N am ed after the fam ous A m er­ 
ican sailing ships the sleek little 
20-footer was designed in 1940 by 
M yron Spaulding. C lippers have 
been knowrn to sail 20 or 30 miles 
out th e Golden G ate, and some 
have cruised up th e river. W ayne 
S m ith m ade the trip in h is “Be- 
serk” last season, and Dr. R euben 
Z um w alt 
w ith his 
son, 
C rane, 
brought

Final Block 
To Marin City 
Deal Removed 


The final block standing in the 
way of relinquishm ent of M arin 
City and H ilarita was removed late 
yesterday. The W ashington office 
of the Public Housing A dm inistra­ 
tion approved a waiver which will 
perm it the County Housing Au­ 
thority to m ake payments on the 
first mortgage installm ents as well 
as the last. 
Details of the conditions laid 
down by the PHA were not im ­ 
m ediately disclosed. However, the 
San Francisco field office indicat­ 
ed th a t certain “refinem ents” of 
the waiver had been m ade in or­ 
der to render it easier for the 
county to pay off the mortgage. 
Presumably, annual paym ents may 
now be lowered by reducing the 
principal sum. U nder usual gov­ 
ernm ent procedure this is not pos­ 
sible. 
The two wartime housing proj­ 
ects will be sold by July 1, with 
the County Housing Authority ob­ 
ligated to pay $845,323 to the fed­ 
eral government over a 10-year 
period. Housing commissioners will 
sign the deed in a m eeting sched­ 
uled for June 29. First paym ent of 
about $87,000 will become due in 
July, 1956.

Sally Stanford was to seek an 
injunction today to prevent the 
state D epartm ent 
of Alcoholic 
Beverage Control from revoking 
the liquor license for her Valhalla 
restaurant on the Sausalito w ater­ 
front. 


Meanwhile, a pair of Sausali- 
tans who were 
apparently un­ 
wittingly involved in Sally’s la­ 
test difficulties were shocked by 
reports th at Miss Stanford’s brush 
w ith authorities involved them. 


A rthur Caylor, San Francisco 
newspaper columnist, implied In 
his Tuesday column th a t Sausalito 
old-tim ers may have been respon­ 
sible for Sally’s latest license im ­ 
broglio. One 
reason for Sally’s 
troubles, Caylor said, is th a t while 
the Valhalla has enjoyed rousing 
success, the Sea Spray Inn, op­ 
erated by Mrs. K atherine Goodale, 
aunt of Mayor Alan H. Scurfield, 
closed recently after 23 years. 


Scurfield could not be reached 
for comment, but Mrs. Scurfield 
labelled the story “utterly fantas­ 
tic.” - Mrs. Goodale called it “ab­ 
solutely ridiculous.” The Valhalla 
and the Sea Spray were two en­ 
tirely different businesses, Mrs. 
Goodale said. The Sea Spray had 
no liquor license and catered to 
a family-type trade. 


Meanwhile, Miss Stanford’s a t­ 
torney, Jam es M artin M clnnis, 
was to file the injunction request 
in San Francisco Superior Court.

said Fullenwider, “it was neces­ 
sary for proper supervision and it 


didn’t seem worthwhile to m ain­ 
tain an office in San R afael for 
two men and a secretary.”

New Liquor Laws, Welfare Boosts 


Major Work Of 1955 Legislature

SACRAMENTO (IP) — The Cali­ 
fornia 
Legislature 
fought 
to 
a 
stand-off on most of the issues 
th at packed controversy. 
Take state taxes: You’ll pay the 
same rates except for liquor*- Your 
favorite fifth will cost you an extra 
14 cents or so beginning July 1. 
I t’s the first boost in California 
liquor taxes since 1935. 
The tax increases th a t got away 
would have put a pretty deep crimp 
in millions of pocketbooks. The bulk 
of Gov. K night’s 80-million-dollar 
tax program, including a three- 
cent cigarette tax, was rejected. 
K night said he needed the extra 
revenue to avoid a big deficit. The 
Legislature told him in effect: 
Use up the state’s reserves first. 
LITTLE SUPPORT 
Optim ists who hoped for tax cuts 
found little support for sales tax 
exemptions, reductions in personal 
income taxes and other tax relief 
measures. Highway user taxes due 
for a drop were continued u n ­ 
changed. 
You m ay need extra pennies for 
shopping, though. The 58 counties 
finally won enactm ent of a bill 
empowering them to impose a one- 
cent sales tax. Subject to the gov­ 
ernor’s OK, it goes into effect 
April 1. 
W elfare measures illustrate the 
m oderate tendencies of the session. 
Legislators who sought to Jump 
old age aid from $80 to $100 a 
m onth settled for a $5 increase for 
th e 270,000 recipients. Needy blind 
were boosted from $85 to $90. 
WELFARE BENEFITS 
Organized labor asked for sub­ 
stantial raises in worker welfare 
benefits. They got an additional 
$3 a week for unemployment in ­ 
surance, $5 each for unemployment 
disability and workmen’s compen­ 
sation. 
Labor lost out in efforts to en­ 
act a $1.25 minimum wage; em ­ 
ployers got nowhere on moves for 
“right to work” legislation. 
Even in passing a record one- 
year state budget totaling $1,529,- 
345,374, the Legislature held down 
nearly all requests for new state 
services. Population growth 
ac­ 
counted for the heavier costs to 
run the second largest state. 
The fuss over child care centers 
was typical of the give-and-take. 
The Assembly approved a 4 ^ -m il­ 
lion-dollar appropriation for state 
support during 1955-57 but voted 
to make the program perm anent. 
The Senate would agree to con­ 
tinue it only for two years. The 
Assembly gave in. 
OIL CONTROVERSIES 
Oil provided two of the biggest 
controversies of a strenuous ses­ 
sion m arked by a deluge of more 
th an 6.000 measures, the largest 
yet in California’s Legislature. 
Gov. K night signed the W ard oil 
conservation bill after some of the 
hottest debate in m any years. It 
recognizes the recommendations of 
the California Oil Procedures Con­ 
servation Committee. 
There was widespread opposition 
to proposals to allow wildcat and 
offshore drilling for oil on state 
tide and submerged lands. The 
Shell-C unningham bill th a t final­ 
ly went to the governor was a 
m ilder version, acceptable to every­ 
one except one small faction. 
State liquor control, handed to 
a new departm ent Jan. 1, came in 
for heavy attention. 
LIQUOR AGENTS 
The Legislature agreed to arm 
liquor agents w ith general police 
power. I t approved a bill to per­ 
m it the closing of hangouts for 
pimps, prostitutes and other un­ 
desirables. A sharp Increase in 
liquor license fees went through, 
but the two houses deadlocked on 
trying to end trafficking in the 
permits. 
The state’s youth was not for- 


gotten. Like it or not, teen-agers 
won’t be allowed to buy crime- 
horror comic books if the governor 
signs the bill. And it’ll become a 
misdemeanor to tattoo anyone u n ­ 
der 18. 
As for pop—a prospective new 
law will make parents liable for 
up to $300 damages for vandalism 
by minors. A new 100-million-dol- 


lar bond issue was placed on the 
1956 ballot to keep up state loans 
for school building. 
Finally a couple of items for 
m otorists: Bills sent to the gover­ 
nor say you can’t drive with Just 
parking lights on and you are 
supposed to stay to the right of 
faster-m oving traffic—on m ulti­ 
lane roads, of course. 


$16 Million Beach-Park 


Projects Win Passage 


SACRAMENTO (IP)—The Legis­ 
lature 
has 
authorized 
a 
state 
beaches and parks program calling 
for 17 projects costing nearly 16 
million dollars. 
A compromise measure approved 
last night includes $6,825,000 for 
Los Angeles beaches, 1 million for 
a new highway route bypassing the 
north coast redwoods and $1,750,- 
000 for purchasing the Butano For­ 
est in San Mateo County. 
Originally the omnibus assembly 
bill sought 22 million for 31 proj­ 
ects throughout the state. The 
total was reduced in a successful 
effort to win Senate approval. 
The measure, along with sepa­ 
rate bills appropriating funds to 
buy the town of Bodie in Mono 
County, build riding and hiking 
trails and purchase two sailing 
vessels for the San Francisco M ar­ 
itime Museum, went to Gov. Good­ 
win J. K night’s desk for his sig­ 
nature. 
A roadside rest program appro­ 
priating 1 million dollars for some 
500 picnic sites along m ajor high­ 
ways also won legislative approval. 
Projects abandoned included: 
Ferry Building, San Francisco, 
$1,050,000; 
Santa 
Cruz 
County 
parks $400,000; Pinto Buttes, Los 
Angeles County, $320,000; Box Can­ 
yon, Siskiyou County, $235,000, and 
Lake Lodi in San Joaquin County, 


$200,000. 
Assemblyman Bruce F. Allen (R- 
San Jose) pointed out the projects 
even if approved by the governor 
are all subject to further review by 
the state finance director and the 


Division of Beaches and Parks. 
Allen said the compromise pro­ 
gram would use up about half of 
thS beaches and parks fund—made 
up from tidelands oil royalties. 
The rest of the approved proj­ 
ects: 
Eureka Bowl, Plum as County, 
$450,000; Folsom Lake Park, $700,- 
000; Coe Ranch, Santa C l a r a 
County, $125,000; 
F rank’s Tract, 
Contra 
Costa 
County, 
$300,000; 
Santa Cruz beaches, $500,000; Ol­ 
vera St. M onument, Los Angeles, 
$1,000,000; Monticello dam on Pu- 
tah Creek, Yolo County, $500,000; 
D eath Valley Museum, $350,000; 
Hendy Woods, Monticello County, 
$350,000; Gold discovery site at 
Coloma, El Dorado County, $500,- 
000, San Diego beaches, $472,500; 
Palo Alto beaches, $125,000; Los 
Angeles Arboretum, $125,000, and 
the Los Encinos historical monu­ 
ment, I/Os Angeles, $50,000.

SACRAMENTO OP)—'The Legis­ 
lature ended its 1955 general ses­ 
sion early today with hard-won 
victories for pension, liquor and 
beaches-parks measures — a n d a 
complete rout for a proposed state 
w ater departm ent. 
Both Jiouses argued away until 
shortly after the m idnight dead­ 
line. 
The gavel closed 120 days of 
problem-packed lawmaking m ark­ 
ed by— 
Passage of a record 1*4 billion 
dollar state budget, defeat of most 
tax increase proposals and the 
bulk of costly new welfare pro­ 
grams. 


FINAL ACTIONS 
In the final feverish hours, after 
a sweltering day of 102-degree wea­ 
ther: 
1. The Senate accepted an As­ 
sembly bill carrying a $5 across- 
the-board increase in aid to both 
needy aged and blind. It boosts 
top paym ents to $85 and $90, re­ 
spectively. 
2. The two houses gave up last- 
m inute efforts to crack the tight 
deadlock on how to organize the 
water departm ent which was one 
of Gov. Goodwin J. K night’s high 
priority objectives. No m ajor wa­ 
ter legislation was enacted. The 
Assembly advocated a special ses­ 
sion later on w ater problems, but 
the resolution died in the Senate. 
3. The Legislature heeded the 
governor’s plea to let Califor­ 
nians decide for themselves in 
next year’s election w hether to 
scrap the little-enforced food- 
in-bars law. The m easure sent 
to the ballot proposes instead 
to set up separate liquor li­ 
censes for restaurants and food- 
less taverns. 
4. The Senate rejected Assembly 
legislation intended to curb tra f­ 
ficking in liquor licenses. The As­ 
sembly earlier junked the milder 
Senate version on the contention 
th a t it was worthless. The Senate 
accepted House term s for increas­ 
ing state fees for on-sale (bar) 
licenses from about $525 to $6,000 
and for off-sal© from $200-$400 to 
$3,000. 
5. A conference committee, just 
a half hour before the strenuous 
session folded, ham m ered out a 
settlem ent on a 16-million-dollar 
program calling for 17 beaches 
and parks projects. 


PAY RAISES 
A 
pay raise 
for 
most 
state 
officials was voted. The salary 
boost for the governor, from $25,- 
000 to $40,000 a year, and for other 
elective officials wTon’t go into ef­ 
fect, however, until next term. 
The solons stayed overtime to 
hear Governor K night praise what 
he term ed a “m agnificent session” 
for progressive legislation. 
“I w ant everyone to feel th a t 
if they disagreed with me. I ’m not 
put out a t them ,” the chief execu­ 
tive told the Assembly. 
The Senate quit first at 12:07 
a.m. followed by the Assembly 19 
m inutes later. In contrast to pre­ 
vious going-away nights, there was 
a m inim um of horseplay. 
Both houses just barely squeezed 
through the last of hundreds of 
bills. But the Senate decided on 
interim study of an Assembly pro­ 
posal to lengthen general sessions 
from 120 to 150 days and budget 
sessions from 30 to 60 days.

SACRAMENTO (JP) — A resolu­ 
tion advising the K night adm in­ 
istration th a t no site for a new 
state prison should be purchased 
w ithout prior legislative approval 
was adopted by the Senate last 
night.

WASHINGTON (IP) — Senate 
leaders moved today for quick ac­ 
tion on extension of the peacetime 
draft and the separate doctor draft 
act, both due to expire a t the end 
of this m onth. 
B ut they delayed a decision on 
an appeal by President Eisenhower 
to 
rescue 
the 
adm inistration’s 
broad manpower reserve program, 
designed to swell the size of the 
reserve which could be called to 
active duty a t once in event of 
national emergency. 
C hairm an Richard Russell (D- 
Ga.) invited opposition witnesses 
before the Senate Armed Services 
Committee for testimony on the 
separate laws for drafting youths 
from 18 to 26 years and physicians 
and other medical specialists up to 
50 years. 
Senate Republican Leader Wil­ 
liam Knowland of California said 
discussions were under way, m ean­ 
while, about starting the contro­ 
versial reserve manpower measure 
through the Senate. 
This measure was shelved in the 
House when Rep. Adam Powell 
(D-N.Y.) 
successfully moved to 
attach a provision which would 
forbid racial segregation in reserve 
and National G uard units. 
Eisenhower told his news con­ 
ference yesterday this reserve plan 
is vital to the nation’s security. 
Claiming a good record for his ad­ 
m inistration on pledges to wipe out 
segregation, the President said it 
was an error to try to push such 
legislation through by “tacking it 
on something th a t is so vital to the 
security of the United States.” 
Powell, one of three Negro m em ­ 
bers of the House, said he thinks 
the President “has been ill-advised 
and when he thinks it over, he will 
say th a t the am endm ent is neces­ 
sary.” 
Rep. Overton Brooks 
(D-La.) 
said the reserve measure is dead in 
the House “for the present.”

Skippers Tell 


How They Tried 


To Avoid Collision 


SAN 
FRA N CISCO 
(/P) — The 
skippers of two ocean going vessels 
which collided off the Golden G ate 
early Monday, described yesterday 
their efforts to avert the crash. 
They testified at a hearing called 
by the C oast G uard to find out 
wrhy two radar equipped vessels 
should run into each other, even 
in the fog. 


The vessels were the Union Oil 
Co .tanker, L. S . St. Clair, out­ 
bound at 12 knots, and the Luck- 
enbach freighter M arine Snapper, 
inbound at 16 knots. 
Capt. L. S. Jellison, 65-year-old 
skipper of the Snapper, and Capt. 
Austin Tom ter of the tanker, both 
told Coast G uard Lt. Cmdr. A . C. 
Hoene, that they had not reduced 
speed although they were in heavy 
fog and each knew th at another 
vessel was in the vicinity. 
Both 
captains 
described 
last 
minute efforts to avert the col­ 
lision, including orders to turn the 
engines at full speed astern and 
to swing the bows away from the 
approaching ship. 
Jellison testified th at the S n ap ­ 
per was “dead in the w ater” at 
the time of the collision, while 
Tom ter said his tanker was still 
in forward motion although the 
engines were full speed bstern. 
Jellison testified he had sighted 
the tanker when it was a mile 
away but did not take evasive 
action until only two ship lengths 
separated the vessels. 
Tom ter testified that his radar 
had indicated another ship in the 
vicinity 10 m inutes before the col­ 
lision. 
Tom ter 
said 
th at 
when 
the 
freighter loomed out of the fog on 
his starboard bow “ I could see 
that full speed ahead and hard 
left would not clear him and I 
thought full speed astern would 
be best.” 
He added: 
“I have been thinking this over 
for two days and if I had to do 
it over again I would act in the 
sam e m anner.”

vision net be extended.” 
Rytter stressed that it still is far 
too early to say whether Norway 
will join the European television 
network, but he described that 
possibility as “ most likely.” 
“ I should believe that Norway, 
Sweden *nd Denmark at least will 
cooperate closely in making the 
programs because there are no 
language difficulties” Rytter said. 
The younger engineer declared 
that no foreign experts will be 
called to help the Norwegians with 


their television system. 
“ As soon as the basic technical 
preparations are finished we will 
educate the necessary number of 
technicians and program editors,” 
he said. 
He also revealed that the future 
transmitter in the Oslo area prob­ 
ably will be located at Hurum near 
the Oslo Fjord, at least a trial sta­ 
tion will be built there to replace 
the one at Tryvasshoegda.

Adenauer Reaffirms 
Stand With West

BONN, Germany (U.R) — West 
German Chancellor Konrad Aden­ 
auer today assured 
the 
United 
States and the Western Allies that 
West Germany wrill stand solidly 
with them. 
He said he was willing to attend 
a top level conference with the 
Soviet Union under proper circum­ 
stances, but he added with great 
determination: 
“ One thing is certain: W e will 
faithfully observe the obligations 
taken up under the treaties with 
the West. 
"On the other hand, we would 
be pleased if a contribution to the 
reduction of world tension could 
be achieved by an exchange of 
views with the Soviets.” 
Adenauer received me in the 
same carpet-covered office where 
I met him three years ago. 
He 
said that a meeting such as the 
one proposed by Russia must be 
preceded by an exchange of views 
with the Soviet Union. 
‘T A K E SO M E TIM E* 
He said that his government’s 
reply to the K relin ’s bombshell 
note of Tuesday, inviting Western 
Germany to establish full diploma­ 
tic relations with Russia and call­ 
ing for a conference with the 79- 
year-old chancellor, would “ take 
some time.” 
“ Several questions will have to 
be clarified first,” he said. Recall­ 
ing that the Soviet note spoke of 
diplomatic, cultural and trade re­ 
lations with Germany, Adenauer 
said: 
“ We must first have an exchange 
of views wdth the Soviet Union on 
these questions before I can go to 
meet them. 
For that reason there will be 
no 
immediate 
German-Russian 
conference.” 
I asked the chancellor whether 
he would go to Moscow himself or 
whether he would prefer to meet 
the Russian leaders in Bonn or in 
a neutral place like Geneva. 
He leaned back and smiled “ That i 
is a technical question, and of no ! 
great Importance”—obviously im ­ 
plying that he would not refuse to# 
travel to Russia if a conference 
is held. 
He said he would explain 
his 
position in full to President Eisen- | 
hower and British Prime Minister 
S ir Anthony Eden when he meets 
both next week—if he was asked 
to explain by the two Western 
statesmen. 
“ I do not know what questions 
they will ask me, but if they want 
to talk about this subject! I will 
certainly do so,” he said. 
“ A reply to the Soviet Union, 
however, requires the prior clari- 
ification of a number of questions,” 
he explained, because the Soviet 
note’s reference to the establish­ 
ment of normal 
relations 
with 
Western Germany was "too gen­ 
eral.” 
Adenauer spoke of the new So­ 
viet move when I read to him a 


I statement which he made to me 
three years ago, a statement which 
already seems prophetic. 
On October 2, 1952, the German 
chancellor told the United Press: 
“ I am firm ly convinced 
that 
(the late 
Sqviet 
Premier Josef) 
I Stalin—once the West has united 
and the Atlantic community be­ 
comes strong enough—realizes that 
the cold war does not pay in the 
long run. Then he (.Stalin) will be 
j prepared to negotiate. If we con­ 
tinue our way followed during the 
past two years, then I am con­ 
vinced that the day for such nego- 
i tiations of the West writh Moscow 
is not far away.” 
Adenauer recalled having made 
this statement and said that “ every 
I word of it is still true.” 
The West German cabinet, in a 
! statement issued following a meet- 
oing earlier Wednesday, had al­ 
ready said that if the Russian in ­ 
vitation were accepted, Germany 
would proceed only in consultation 
with her allies.

“Free China has been sold down 
the river . . . We will pay for 
the blunders of the late 40’s for 
many years to come,” declared Ed 
Souder Jr., former foreign cor-

Cal-Vet Benefit 


Requirements 


Modified By Law 


Gov. Goodvin J. K night has 
signed a state law which in effect 
expands the World W ar II and 
Korea eligibility periods for “Cal- 
Vet” benefits by 90 days a t the 
beginning and 90 days at the end. 
J. Marvin Russell, state director 
of veterans affairs, said m any vet­ 
erans whose applications for eligi­ 
bility (for “Cal-Vet” farm or home 
loans or educational assistance) 
were rejected because their m ini­ 
mum 90 days of m ilitary service 
didn’t fall within wartime periods, 
may apply for reconsideration now 
and obtain certificates of eligibil­ 
ity after Sept. 7, when the law 
takes effect. 
Russell said under the new law, 
if one day of a veteran’s 90 con­ 
secutive 
active 
duty 
days 
was 
served during a wartime period, 
he may be eligible. Up to now, all 
90 days had to be served within 
the set limits. 


IN LINE WITH U.S. 
He observed th at the new law 
(Chapter 404—formerly Assembly 
Bill 2870—Donald Doyle) 
brings 
California’s eligibility requirem ents 
more in line with the federal GI 
Bill of Rights. 
To be eligible for “Cal-Vet” as­ 
sistance, he said, war veterans 
m ust have been born in Califor­ 
nia or have entered m ilitary ser­ 
vice as state residents. Under the 
new law they m ust have had active 
duty for a period of not less than 
90 consecutive days, any portion 
of which was on or after Dec. 7, 
1941, and prior to Jan. 1, 1947, or 
on or after June 27, 1950, and 
prior to Jan. 31, 1955. 
“This m eans for example,” said 
Russell, “th a t a person who en­ 
tered service on Jan. 30 would be­ 
come eligible if he served 90 days 
consecutively from then on, or a 
person discharged on Dec. 7, 1941, 
becomes eligible if he ended at 
least 90 days’ continuous service 
on th a t date.” The active duty 
m ust have been other th an tem ­ 
porary or training duty. 


VETS* BENEFITS 
The veterans’ benefits to which 
the law applies are farm and home 
financing and up to $1,000 in edu­ 
cational assistance to qualified ex- ! 
servicemen. 
Russell also pointed out th a t a 
veteran who had qualifying time 
in both World W ar II and the Ko­ 
rean period may be eligible twice 
over for “Cal-Vet” benefits under 
certain conditions. 
A “Cal-Vet” 3 per cent loan is 
now available to the am ount of 
$8,500 on a home not valued at 
more th an $12,500 and up to $15,000 
on a farm not exceeding $18,500 in 
value.

EMPORIA, Va. (ZP) — Charles 
Pritchard, a railroader by profes­ 
sion, is set to try out tomorrow a 
wingless aircraft he developed be­ 
cause he remembers “once when 
I had to walk five miles from an 
airport to town.” 
A mile-long runway at Emporia 
airport will be the scene of the 
test by Pritchard, who says he’s 
worked “to develop something like 
this for 10 years for air travel and 
highway travel.” 
The initial test flight will be 
tried under the supervision of P. 
R. Steinman of Richmond, avia­ 
tion safety agent for the Civil 
Aeronautics Administration. Gov­ 
ernment officials also are sched­ 
uled to be on hand. 
Pritchard, 
an 
assistant 
gang 
foreman for the Virginian Rail­ 
road who also is a licensed pilot 
with about 600 hours of flying 
time, explained his aluminum craft 
has been designed as a combina­ 
tion aircraft-car. 
It looks something like a plane 
—minus the wings The “rocket 
air ship”—as Pritchard calls it— 
is 21 feet long, 98 inches wide and 
weighs about 800 pounds. He fig­ 
ures the craft can be taxied on 
roadways. 
The body of the plane is made 
entirely of aluminum. Each side 
has baffles (or fins) of varying 
lengths. From a technical stand­ 


point, Pritchard points out the 
fins “hold air in the proper chan- i 
nel over the hull' of the ship to 
give the hull its lift.” 
Pritchard says the craft h a s1 
some characteristics of airships 
(lighter than air), airplanes and 
helicopters. Ailerons for changing 
directions in flight are on the sides 
of the plane. 
Conventional equipment on the j 
wingless craft includes a tricycle I 
landing gear, metal propeller, 90- 
horsepower engine and flight in­ 
struments. 
Pritchard worked in general pro- j 
duction for Goodyear Aircraft in | 
World War II. 
If the tests prove successful, 
Pritchard says he wants to start 
commercial production—preferably 
in this area of southern Virginia. 
He says the cost so far has been 
about $1,500—not including the 
hundreds of hours he’s put into 
its development. 
Pritchard has been an employee ! 
of the railroad since 1924 except I 
for his wartime work in the air­ 
craft industry.

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Civil Defense Drill 
Success At Santa Venetia 


T H E FIRST EVACUATION DRILL for a school in 
Marin and ,all of California was held last week when the 
crow’ded classrooms of Santa Venetia School were cleared 
by youngsters who hopped into cars for a ride to safe ter­ 


ritory. The drill represented coordinated planning by 
Principal Francis Allison, a committee of the PTA, headed 
by Mrs. William Belfor, and the local civil defense director 
Cliff Lund. 
ALL ABOARD for a ridt to a safe area. That's what 84 
mothers and fathers said to school youngsters who would 
be transported to an area in Northern California which is 


believed free from atomic or hydrogen fallout. Many of 
the children and drivers were strangers to one another but 
did not hesitate to make the drill a success. 
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AN ORDERLY ROW of youngsters filed out of the class­ 
rooms of the school and into position on a loading platform 
in slightly less than three minutes. The test was called 
while some students were at play outdoors. W ith the blast 


of a siren, they returned to their classrooms, received in­ 
structions and returned outdoors in the three-minute 
period. Their action won the admiration of most civil 
defense officials in Marin. 


SMILES AND TEARS were seen on the faces of children 
w ho etsahlished a record in awareness of the danger and the 
speed and orderliness of a proper evacuation. Most children 


enjoyed the test; but here, one small child became excited 
and worried. County civil defense officials called the drill 
“the most remarkable example of community cooperation 
ever seen." 


SOME REMAIN BEHIND—Because their parents refused to permit them 
to be evacuated in case of an emergency, tnis line (foreground) of young­ 
sters was taken to ont side while all other students at Santa Venetia school 


were evacuated in the test alert. Watching woefully wdiile their friends 
are taken in autos are students ranging from kindergarten to fourth 
grade age. 


PARENTS WERE READY to do their 
part in the drill. Long before the test alert 
was to be called, 84 mothers and fathers 
drove their cars to Gallinas Village w'here 


they assembled while awaiting a siren blast 
from a Highway Patrol car to start the test. 
The cars took youngsters from the schood 
to San Rafael Meadows and back to the 
school.

Plan Scrapped For Free Parking In Sausalito On Sundays 


A 
plan 
which 
would 
h a v e 
opened 
downtown 
Sausalito 
to 
toll-free parking on Sundays and 
holidays was scrapped by the city 
council Tuesday night. 
A recommendation 
from 
the 
Chamber of Commerce that the 
25-cent charge for all-day parking 
in the city parking lot be elim ­ 
inated on Sundays and holidays 
was turned down. M ayor Alan H. 
Scurfield, explaining what he said 
was the council’s viewpoint, said 
the city had spent a lot of money 
im proving the lot and would con­ 
tinue to gain revenue from it. 
The chamber, at the request of 
a few m erchants who are open for 
business on Sundays and holidays, 
studied downtown parking habits 


on those days and found that half 
of the cars parked in meter zones 
remained there for four hours or 
more. This situation, the chamber 
felt, was preventing potential cus­ 
tomers from shopping in Sausa­ 
lito stores on non-toll days. 
In forwarding its recommenda­ 
tion the chamber explained that 
apparently fishermen and boaters 
were 
parking 
all-day 
on 
city 
streets while they engaged in their 
sundry recreations. 
In 
opening 
the new parking 
lot 
free, 
the 
chamber declared, 
these 
all-day 
parkers m ight be channeled into 
the lot, leaving on-street meter 
zones for transients. 
Councilmen 
indicated

would drop the m atter or possibly 


try another plan such as keeping 
meters in operation on Sundays 
and holidays.

international problems such as the one now before the Senate of the United States 


will be settled in international judicial tribunals where the rules of reason will 


prevail, rather than by military force and atomic weapons threatening the de­ 


struction of most of civilization." 


Congratulations on your courage, Senator, and will you convey our con­ 


gratulation to those other Senators who stood with you.
